In many quarters it is believed that 
this will be the only reply that Huerta 
will make to the many representations 
made by the United States to the ex- 
isting Government of Mexico. 

The note, which was transmitted to 
Washington by Charge d' Affaires 
C'’Shaughnessy, is as follows: 

In conformity with provisions of ar- 
ticle 81 of the Constitution, and in view 
of the lack of a President or a Vice- 
President and of the Secretaries of 
State and foreign relations, the provis- 
ional presidency devolved upon the 
Secretary of the State and the De- 
partment of Gobernacion, and Gen. 
Victoriano Huerta, who from that time 
by the ministry of the law has“ dis- 
charged the duties of the office. 


Recognized by COngr 
“Thus, in accordance with the will 


of the Mexican péople, ‘formally made 
manifest in the constitution of Feb. 5, 
1851, there remained established the 
presidential successor and the unques- 
tionable legality of the present Govern- 
ment. The Congress of the Union and 
the Supreme Court of Justice of the 
netion solemnly recognized without ob- 
jection the new. ruler. 

“In this way the three branches ‘of 
the Government continued the functions 
by whose conduct the Mexican people 
exercise the national sovereignty in ac- 
“ordance with articles 39 and 50 of 
the same.constitution. 

“The political program of the provi- 
sional Government, constituted in this 
manner from that time, has been defined 
perfectly and concentrated on two fun- 
damental propositions: To re-establish 
peace until extraordinary elections might 
be held in compliance with the already 
cited article 81 of the Constitution, in 
order to turn over the executive power 
to the one des'gned by the popular will 
at these elections, and to respect and 
make respected the law. 


Tells of Call for Election, 
In compliance with this program, the 


taking care that there should be fixed 
for their holding: a time which he 
deemed prudent, not only that the pre- 
paratory work might be carried out, but 
also that the republic might return io 
a state of order, which had been deeply 
disturbed in some of the Northern fron- 
tier ‘states, and also, thougn in a much 
less degree, in other states.

cases to recognize the judicial power, 
and the conduct of some of the mem- 
bers who are shielded by their consti- 
tutional exemption from. arrest publicly 
were fomenting and even leading the 
armed rebellion, reached such a pass as 
to make impossible narmonious action 
with the executive, without which any 
government would go to pieces. 
Forced to Dissolve Congress. . 

The President of the republic was 
forced to dissolve the Chamber of Depu- 
ties as a necessary measure for the sal- 
vation of the republic, foreseeing, as he 
did, the state of anarchy which in- 
evitably would have been brought about 
if he had continued to tolerate revolu- 
tion in one of the constituted branches 
of the Government, and as the Senate 
could not alone function constitutionally, 
he declared the Congress dissolved. 

“But as it has never been the pro- 
posal of the executive to govern outside 
the Constitution, he took care imme- 
diately to convoke elections to const}- 
tute a new Congress and solely in tho 
meantime assumed extraordinary facul- 
ties in the departments of Hacienda, 
Gobernacion and War, where such action 
was indispensable, and this was done 
with the solemn promise to give ac+ 
count of the use which he has made of 


{such powers to the new Congress as 


soon as it shall be installed. - 

“It also Was a move of especial cara 
and attention of the ad-interim Govern- 
ment to respect and uphold the judicial 
power, which continues without any 
hindrance in its august mission of see- 
ing that individual guarantees are re- 
spected, so the march of the public ad- 
ministration has continued without other 
obstacles than those which a state of 
internal strife, which even yet “prevails 
in some portions of the republic, per- 
force brings with it.

“The elections of President and Vice- 
President of the republic and of depu- 
ties and Senators to the Congress of the 
Union already have been held. “Congress 
will be installed within a few days and 
in accord. with the Constitution will pass

MEN OF EAST 
$6,000,000 
INCREASE IN WAGES 


Seven Per Cent Raise Granted 
by the Federal Board of 
Arbitration. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—An'increase of 
7 per cent in wages, amounting to $6,- 
000,000 yearly, was last night awarded 
the trainmen and conductors of the 
Eastern railroads by the Federal Board 
of Arbitration, which since Sept. 10 has 


been considering the demands and griey- 
ances of the men. 

The award is considered a substantial 
victory for the employes, the consensus 
of opinion having been that they would 
receive from 8 to 5 per cent advance. 

The board’s findings affect 41 railroads 
operating east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Potomac Rivers and the 
$0,000 trainmen and 27,000 conductors 

they employ. The roads serve 47,000,000 
people, or approximately half the popu- 
lation of the United States, and expend 
annually in operating expenses more 
than $748,000,000. 

The men asked a 15 per cent increase, 
standardization of wages the country 
over and numerous other concessions. 
They were particularly anxious to re- 
ceive as much pay as the trainmen and 
conductors on the Western roads. This 
was not allowed, but they were put on 
a parity with employes of the systems 
of the Southeast. Thus, they are still 
below the Western workers. 

In making the award the board took 
into. consideration the increased cost of 
living since the last increase in wages 
in 1910. This was found to be 7 per cent, 
the precise advance granted. The board 
takes pains to state that it “has not 
found its action entirely on the increased 
cost, though it looks upon it as basic.”’ 
Apparently the increased cost of living 
had more effect than all other argu- 
ments.

She has recent- 
ly returned from California, where che 
erdered 700 of Burbank samples and will 
plant these on her farm near here and, 
later increase the amount, Each plant 
will grow % slabs a year and make ex- 
cellent and cheap fodder for horses, Cat~- 


tle, hogs and even poultry.

In addition to the slabs used for for- 
age, the plant also bears a fruit that is 
pleasing to the taste. It somewhat re- 
sembles the orange. The plant also may 
be cut into strips and fried or boiled. 
In fact, those who have sampled the 
cactus food have found it very appe- 
tizing. 

This cactus will grow in any place that 
is not too damp. It requires no water 
and it thrives on alkali soil. While the 
plant produces rapidly, it does not 
spread, and the little shoots must be 
taken off and transplanted. In two 
weeks after a plant has been set out it 
is covered with these shoots. 

The cactus is quite hardy, needs little 
care and is of little expense. Other 
crops in the Southwest need irrigation. 
The spineless cactus, Of course, will 
thrive without irrigation or water. Mrs. 
Pickerell believes her move will be the 
salvation of stockmen and solve for 
them a perplexing problem, as the cacti 
will give them abundant food for cattle

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Word of ‘On To A To Mexico” Anx: 
jously Awaited But Purely in 
the Scientific Spirit. 


WIRELESS, NEW RIFLES 


Officers Want to Try Out the 
Improved ‘Made in Leaven- 
worth’ Military Machine. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

LEAVENWORT Kan., Nov. IL— 
There is a group studious, earnest 
men on the Federal reservation here 
who are awaiting an order of “On to 
Mexico” with great anxiety. 

They are the men who, since the 
Spanish War. have built up the “Made 
in Leavenworth” army that now. repre- 


sents the military strength of the United 


States and though without any spirit of | 
malevolence, they are e*xicus to see 
this man-killing machine tried out. 

The Spanish War, although briet and 
successful, showed plainly that the time 
for a change in the military affairs ot 
the United States had come. The first 
move was to sweep aside the jealousies 
of the four schools of theorists and let 
it be known that military training as 
taught in the school at. Leavenworth 
was the thing. 

War Machine Welded. 

In the years that have followed the 
war, teachers at Leavenworth have 
welded the various ports of the army— 
the medical, and those of sanitation, 
equipment engineering, discipline and 
communication—into a machine that 
needs some severe test to show how well 
the work has been done. , 

That is the reason these men want to 
invade Mexico—to test the war machine 
they have built and see where the mis- 
takes are and how serious are the de- 


In hours of idleness these men study 
the best maps available of Vera Cruz 
and vicinity, for they are convinced that 
that port is the striking place. They 
hade no felish, even with their high- 
powered machine, for trying to cross the 
600 :niles of practical desert that spreads 
across the north portion of the country. 
The four railroads, these men know, are 
practically worthless and are in the 
hands of the enemy. 

War as Outdoor Test. | 


One of these men who wants a war 


as ah outdoor test of this laboratory- 
coustructed army disposes of the cap- 
tme of the City of Mexico as settled 
with the landing of the first fighting 
detachment at Vera Cruz. He says: 

It would be only the aftermath of 
the capture of the City of Mexico that 
tae new army would fear. It is one 
taing to take a nation s vapital and an- 
ther to occupy a hostile territory of 

housands of square miles, We learned 
that in the Philippines when we took 
Manila with the loss of a dozen men 
and spent three years and hundreds of 
lives attempting to hold the archipelago. 

“The new army, in short, is pretty 
proud of itself and believes that an 
actual campaign wiil show the wonders. 
that have been accomplished in the way 
of co-ordination and scientific profes- 
sional advance since the Spanish War. 

“If I were to attempt to draw a pic- 
ture of contrast between the army. 
1898 and that of 1913 I'd depict the Mis- 
souri mule with a wireless outfit 
strapped on its back. The eternal mule, 
for the past and present army, and that 
wireless equipment for the last word in 
the perfection of the system of infor- 
mation and communication in which the 
army has shown its greatest scientific 
development in the last decade, 

No More Jealousy. 

“Prior to the establishment of the 
service schools, of which we have four 
here at Leavenworth, the army consist- 
ed of several branches, each maintaining 
a separate standard and an attitude of 
suspicion and jealousy toward the other. 
Now there is none of that. We work to- 
gether on the Leavenworth system. 

“For instance, the ‘officers here at 
the school of the. line take a course 
from the chief medical officer here on 
military hygiene, one from the chief 
signal officer on the system of commu- 
nication and so on. In return the chief 
signa! officer tears himself away from 
ris wireless and aviation problems and 
the medical officer from his study of 
typhoid inoculation long enough to at- 
tend lectures given in the art of war 
and tactics by the members of his own 
class who are experts in those branches. 
It makes for a co-ordinated army. 

Numerous Changes. 

“The changes in the last 16 years have 
been #80 numerous as absolutely to 
change the art of war. I can mention 
but a few of them. We have had three! 
new rifles since 1898. In each the tra- 
jJectory was flattened appreciably. The 
present rifle throws a bullet in an al-

EARLY ON USELESS 
GARISTMAS GIFTS 


Believers in Society for Preven- 
tion of Needless Giving Are 
Recruited in St. Louis. 


Christmas is coming and the Spugs 
are already here, Remember the Spugs 
S. P. U. G.—Soctety for tit Prevention 
of Useless Giving—started last year in 
New York, but hardly in time to get 
much of a foothold in St. Louis. 

The movement may not become so 
general here as to apply to dxchanges 
of gifts, however useless they may be, 
by. individuals. The form which it has 
taken here is that of a protest against 
semi-enforced giving by employes’ to 
foremen and bosses in factories and 
other business establishments. 

Working people and their leaders sav 
this has become a real abuse, and that 
it has amounted, in many cases, to a 
tax on the small earnings of unwilling 
donors. 

Forbidden in Postoffice

hibiting solicitation among employes for 
donations of any sort at any time.

In several factories, Mrs. Spraggon 
has been informed by members of the 
league, orders have been issued to stop 
the practice. She was told of two cases 
in which, last year, foremén were re- 
quired to return gifts of money made 
by their subordinates. This year, she 
says, rules against such gifts have been 
made in several other factories. 
Factory girls have complained, Mrs. 


Spraggon says, that they had to chip 


in! for presents for their bosses, fear- 
ing that refusal would cause them to be 
blacklisted. In some cases, it has been 
charged, the bosses went so far as to 
ask favored subordinates to start sub- 
scription lists. 

Shoe Companies Forbid It. 
Officials of several shoe companies 
said either that orders had previous 
been issued against such gifts, or tha! 
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orders would be issued this year. 

Phil A. Becker, secretary of the Ditt. 
man Boot and Shoe Co., said the prav- 
tice of such giving had been 
in most shoe factories. “No one ad- 
mires the spirit’ of Christmas giving 
more.than I do,” he said, “but I am net 
in favor of asking wage earners to take 
from their means of subsistence to buy 
a costly gift for some superior.“ 

In several large establish- 
ments, other than factories, it was said 
they had heard no complaints of gifts 
which were prompted by any other feel- 
ing than good will and that they would

Fred C. Lake, president of the Asso- 
ciated Retailers and vice-president of thy 
B. Nugent & Bro. Dry Goods Co., sar 
he had never heard of such a thing and 
that he did not believe the custom was 
general in St. Louis. 

Wedding Gifts Different. 

would not object to the presenta- 
tion of a wedding gift to a woman de- 
partment head of long service, who ts

Thomas Wright, vice-president of the 
Third National Bank, said he did not 
believe th® custom, of such useless giv- 
ing is prevalent in this city. 

“T am quite sure it is not so in bank- 
ing institutions,” he said. “I would be 
the first to protest against such a thing 
if I heard of it. I would report it to 
the Board of Directors.” 

Melville L. Wilkinson, head of Scruggs, 
Vandervoort & Barney, said he dic not 
object to the giving of tokens to depart- 
ment heads on such special occasions as 
their retirement or in the case of a wed- 
ding present to a bride or flowers in 
case of death, but he said he would not 
tolerate thé collective giving of & pres- 
ent to a superior where the subscribers 
might feel obliged to contribute. 

Shapleigh Opposes Such Gifts. 

A. L. Shapleigh, president of the Busi- 
ness Men's League and chairman of 
the B ot Directors of the Shapleigh 
Hardware Co., speaking as an individ- 
ual, said he had not come in contact 
with the system. 

‘I do not approve of wage earners giv- 
ing present to their superiors unless 
there is an unusual incentive,” he said. 
“However, I do not believe St. Louis 
workers need the services of a society 
such. as is being conducted in New 
York. The practice of such giving, it 
it exists here at all, cannot be very 
well developed or disapproval of it would 
have been voiced long ago.“

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STANDPAT GARMENT MAKING. 
In cities other than St. Louis nearly 150,000 
garment workers are employed under the pretise 
terms the strikers here ask to have introduced 
into St. Louis factories. . 

These terms are, of course, satisfactory to the 
workers of these other cities. In fact, they forced 
their adoption, for the mitigation of great evils, 
through Strike hardships as great or greater than 
those in St. Louis. 

But how do the employers regard them? Are 
tbey advantageous or disadvantageous to capital? 
What is the effect on production? To provide a 
sound basis from which to attempt an adjustment 
of the local trouble, Chairman J. Lionberger 
Davis has sought an answer to these questions.

returns a reply to which standpat manufacturers 
who reject arbitration should give heed. Julius 
Henry Cohen, counsel for the Manufacturers’ 
Protective Association of that city, wires that

I am free to state that we are entirely satis- 
fled with the settlement. 

‘We have better work now than before be- 
cause we pay the full price as per union sched- 
ule, and we have the right to demand the best 
work, that can be procured, and we get it.

DEMOCRACY IN MEXICO. 

The most sensible comment on the Mexican 
situation comes from Senor Covarrudias, who has 
resigned the office of Mexican Minister to Rus- 
sia, on account of. his opposition to the Huerta 
regime. Remarking that “a new light has dawned 
in the conscience of the Mexican people and the 
Democratic ideals seen in practice and at the 
very doors of the country are deeply rooted in 
their hearts.” He adds: . 

In fact, the only means to finish revolu- 
tions which do so much damage to foreign 
enterprises in Mexico, is the establishment of 
a true democratic government. Every attempt 
at dictatorship will breed endless strife and is 
doomed to failure. 


The value of President Wilson’s Mexican policy 
is indicated in this unqualified indorsement from 
a Mexican statesman of constitutional and repub- 
lican government.

ROKER BLAKSLEY COLLINS tells the following story of the 
quickest and most unexpected profit ever made in the New York 
B stock market, so far as he knows. 

On May 9, 1901, when Northern Pacific stock was cor- 
nered, a customer called his broker on the phone when the stock was 
quoted at 180. He gave an order to buy 100 shares “at the market.” 
The stock was very active at the time. 

The broker gave the order, then returned to converse with the 
customer, who waited on the phone to learn at what price his stock 
was purchased. Before the order could be executed in New York the 
price had jumped to 185. By the time it was reported back to St. 
Louis the quotation was 190. The surpmise came, however, when the 
broker discovered that the Hastern broker had purchased 600 shares 
instead of 100. : 

The customer when told of the mistake, asked the price of the 
stock and gave an order to sell the 500 shares immediately. This 
was done at 195, making 10 points or a profit of $5000. A few hours 
later the stock tauched $1000. j
